Department officials noted 
that there is a problem every 
year in getting deer tags re­ 
turned to Sacramento as soon 
as possible, and that in some 
cases tags have come in too 
late to be included in the an­ 
nual deer kill statistics.

Starting 
times for these spawning 
runs are approximate.

Grunion run on most beach­ 
es in Southern California, but 
are most likely to show up 
on quiet, uncrowded stretch­ 
es of sand. Good runs have 
been reported on the beaches 
at Santa Barbara. Malibu, 
Santa Monica. Venice. Her- 
mosa Reach. Oabrillo Beach, 
Long Beach, elmont. Hunt- 

'; ington Beach, N e w port 
Beach. Corona Del Mar. Do- 
heny Beach. Del Mar, La .Tol- 
la, Mission Beach and Coro- 
nado Strand.

Grunion may be taken on 
the beach or in the surf by 
hand only. No appliance of 
any kind may be used, and 
it is unlawful to dig holes in 
the beach to trap the fish. 
There is no bag limit on grun­ 
ion, but an angling license 
is required for person* 16 
years of age or over.
